Central Government notifies the criteria for Laundry 
Soaps as Envii-onmcnt Friendly products ns under. 

1. All laundry soaps shall meet relevai I su n- 
dards of Bureau of Indian Standards as amended 
from time to time pertaining to quality, safety and 
performance as listed below : 

—IS 285 : 1992 Laundry Soaps 

—IS 2887 : 1992 Laundry Soap Powders 
Note : BIS may formulate/incorporate cpticnul 
.standards for environment friendly charat te- 
ristics. 

2. The m.anuf,'ctureis must produce the consent 
clearance as per the provisions of Water —(Preventicn 
and Control of Pollution) Act 1974, Wati.r (P even- 
lion & Control of Pollution) Ccss Act 1977 and Air 
(Pievention and Contiol of Pollution) Act 1981 
alongvvith the autho,isaticn, if requi.ed, unde- the 
Envi.onment (Protect).n) Act 1986 to BIS while 
applying for ECOMARK. 

3. ’Jhe prouud't must display a list of c'iiical 
ingredients in dccending oidcr of quantity present 
o.s per cent by weight. The list of such critical 
ingredienis shall be identified by Bu eau of Indian 
Standards. 

4. The mate ial used for product packaging 
shall be made ftom jccydable, leuscble or bio¬ 
dog'adablc material and the paj-ameters evolved 
under the scheme of labelling cnviionment fi-icndly 
products on specific subje..-t of packaging shall 
apply. 

5. The product packaging may display in biief 
tho criteria based on which the product has been 
labelled Envircnnici.t Friendly. 

6. Thu product may be accompanied by detailed 
instructions for proper use so as to mr ximise product 
pcifOi-mance and minimise wastage. 

7. Product formulated or manufactured shall 
not contain phosphates. 

8. Die non soapy detergent (NSD) if used in the 
manufacture of laundry Soaps shall have a biode- 
gradibility of minimum 97% when tested as per method 
prescribed in IS 12795 : 1989 

9. The material shall pass the test when evaluated 
for irritant potential as per the method prescribed in 
is 11601 (Part-1) ; 1986 and skin sen .itiz.tion 
pote ttial when evaluated ; s per the method pics- 
cribeed in IS 11601 (P .rt-2) ; 1992.
